The delight of the President and Commander in Chief and the 
astonishment of the ambassador were hardly to. be wondered 
at. All military experts, including Soviet ones, used to emphasize 
the hazards of an assault across the canal, the difficulty of 
troops storming the rampart of the Bar-Lev Line, exposed to 
crossfire and strafing from the air, as well as the probable use 
of napalm in the canal. The Egyptian command had been 
prepared for 26,000 casualties in this initial attack. So when it 
was all accomplished so quickly and painlessly everyone felt as 
if they were in a dream. Vinogradov hastily called a conference 
with the two generals on the staff of the embassy to help him 
prepare a report for Moscow. 

There was a delay in getting the Third Army across the canal 
owing to trouble with the bridging equipment. This worried 
President Sadat but he felt that he should leave the military 
command Co sort things out, so he came back to Tahra Palace. 
By then the news that, after only three hours of fighting, the 
Bar-Lev Line had been stormed and neutralized was going 
round the world, and the President was bombarded with calls 
from the leaders of other Arab countries.

Polish Communist news media 
also hailed the French leader's 
visit, portraying Giscard d'Estaing

tions. The French Communist party 
daily, “L’Humanité,” promptly took 
the Polish media to task for what 
it called a misrepresentation of the 
Giscard regime's home and foreign 
policies. 

“Humanité’s” angry reaction ap- 
peared to bear out press reports 
that French Communist party gen- 
eral secretary Georges Marchais 
wag increasingly disenchanted with 
the favourable comment Giscard 
is setting in Soviet bloc press. 

Giscard will spend four days in 
Poland, holdi talks with party 
leader Edward Gierek and other 
leaders, and visiting main Polish 


centres including the Auschwitz 
death camp. Gierek. who spent 25 
years living and working as a 
miner in France and Belgium, is 
rated as one of the more pro- 
western European Communist Jead- 
ers here, who is trying to diversify 
Poland's fast-growing economic rel- 
ations with the west without up- 
setting her tight cooperation with 
oscow.

Soviet net takes Libya and Somali

BEIRUT (Ofns). — 
THE MILITARY agreement 
between Libya and et 
Union will bring sophisticated 
Soviet weaponry to Libya in 
great quantities — tanks, mis- 
siles and other modern military 
equipment. These arms supplies 
will be an important new factor 
in the regional power balance in 

the Eastern Mediterranean.

NATO, Israel andthe main Arab 
power bloc, the comparatively 
moderate axis between Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia.
